at home who must supply the fight- 
ing forces. The national health in 
these times is just another name for 
the nation’s energy—the basic mu- 
nition. 

That basic munition—the na- 
tion’s health, the nation’s energy— 
is divided into as many units as 
there are millions of us. Primarily, 
it is guarded and it grows under the 
ministration of you who are de- 
voted to the healing arts. 

And, or so it seems to me. it is 
guarded and it grows not only as 
a result of the preservation of oral 
hygiene, but as a result of the pres- 
ervation of mental hygiene, too. 

You, because of your intimate re- 
lationship with millions of other 
Americans, have a priceless oppor- 
tunity not enjoyed by most of the 
rest of us, an opportunity beyond 
your direct contribution to physi- 
cal health; you have, I should 
think, an opportunity to crusade 
for mental health. 

As professional men, you are 
listened to, believed. As a group, 
your counsel is respected far be- 
yond that of most of the rest of us. 
Am I wrong in believing, and say- 
ing so here in the Corner, that 
you can be of vast aid in helping 
millions to achieve calm courage? 

Many of those millions must pa- 
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tiently be taught to leave military 
strategy to the generals and the ad- 
mirals. They must patiently be 
taught that hours spent twirling 
radio dials serve little purpose 
other than to confuse their think- 
ing. They must be taught that read- 
ing acres of type—presenting news 
and views of dubious validity— 
likewise helps to rob them of the 
poise that is so much needed now. 
They must be taught these things 
and many more—perhaps not by 
direct injunction, but by indirec- 
tion, and by the power of one’s own 
example. 

Again I repeat that as a layman 
I envy you your opportunity as 
skilled and influential  sentries 
guarding health against attack, 
your opportunity to help guard 
and protect not only the health of 
the armed forces, not only the 
health of the people at home, but 
their mental health as well. 

This writing perhaps is not so 
relaxed in tone as I hoped it would 
be; perhaps it reflects the tension 
of the times; perhaps I myself need 
further to adjust myself so as to be 
able to present in more casual 
phrases what I believe to be sound 
and true. 

Likely it is too much to expect 
that any of us may learn overnight 
to achieve new thought patterns.

MEET THE GENERAL 


IN FORTY YEARS, dentistry in the 
army has evolved from contract 
dental surgeons, working as civil- 
ians without rank or title or recog- 
nition, to become an integral part 
of the medical department with a 
brigadier general as chief. Leigh 
Fairbank is that chief. He has worn 
the silver star of his rank for al- 
most four years, but he never for- 
gets the days of more than a quar- 
ter century ago when he began his 
career as a contract dental surgeon, 
aged 24, working for $150 a month, 
at old Fort Sam Houston. South of 
the border in those days were Ma- 
dero. Huerta, Diaz and the roving 
Mexican bandits. Along the Rio 
Grande watching the restless neigh- 
bors were Funston, Pershing, Bliss 
and the men of their army. 

To this command in 1914 came 
the green civilian contract dentist, 
Fairbank, two years out of George- 
town University. His status was 
similar to that of the band leader. 
necessary to the military but not a 
part of it; one not allowed to wear 
the insignia “U. S.” on his collar. 
He plodded through his duties, 
routine ones of dental practice. 
Then one day a major, Rolfe by 
name, was carried into the station 


hospital horribly mangled, after 
having been thrown from a horse. 
The bones of his face and jaws 
were fractured. Not much hope was 
held for his recovery. The army 
surgeons, diffident, asked the 
young dentist to see the case. He 
did. He constructed splints. He pa- 
tiently watched the slow recovery, 
the return of mutilated parts to 
form and function. Out of melted 
gold coins he fashioned den- 
tal appliances. Then one day when 
beneficient Nature, aided by the 
skill of the dental surgeon, had 
completed her healing, the grate- 
ful Major Rolfe gave Doctor Fair- 
bank a gold watch in appreciation. 
Pridefully he showed the watch to 
his commanding officer, Major 
General Fred Funston. For a mo- 
ment Funston looked at the young 
man who was with the army but 
not a part of it and said: “It’s a 
shame, Fairbank, that you can't 
pin that watch on your blouse 
along with some campaign ribbons. 
Some day I hope you can.” Neither 
foresaw the March day twenty-four 
years ahead when the young den- 
tist himself would be sworn to duty 
as a General Officer in the Army of 
the U.S. 
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Brigadier General Leigh C. Fairbank 


This is a biographic sketch of 
General Fairbank, not a history of 
the Army Dental Corps. But Fair- 
bank and the Corps are so closely 
interwoven that neither can be 
separated from the other. Dates 
and places have meaning and sig- 
nificance, because they are mile- 
stones in the life of a man and of 
an efficient institution. 

Let’s flash back to the time of 
the trouble with Spain, 1898. It is a 
small midwestern city in Michigan, 
close to the eastern shore of Lake 
Michigan. The fifes are playing, 
the flags are waving, men are 
marching off to war. They are pass- 
ing a Methodist parsonage. Stand- 
ing in front of the house, hand-in- 
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hand, are a boy and girl, aged 9 
inseparable, as they are twins, 
children of the minister. The boy is 
stirred and excited. With other 
boys of the community young 
Leigh plays vigorously and to ex. 
haustion’ at games of war. In the 
evenings and during the long Sun. 
days in the parson’s home he reads 
of West Point and of the military 


heroes of the land and their brave J 


exploits. 

It will be three years, in 190], 
until army dental service is offered 
to the soldiers of the U. S. That is 
the date when the first contract 
dental surgeons were appointed. 
Among them was Doctor Marshall, 


who saw his son, John A. Marshall, | 


become one of the foremost re. 
search workers in the dental pro. 
fession. Another among this small 
group was Robert Todd Oliver, 
later to become a colonel in the 
U.S. Army, and a president of the 
American Dental Association. Fair. 
bank was then a boy of 12 spending 
a typical boyhood in a typical 


American community.

In the autumn of 1909 Leigh 


Fairbank left his home in Western | 


Michigan to cross the state to enter 
the Detroit College of Medicine, 
School of Dentistry. One term of 
study there and he transferred to 
Georgetown University. The glam- 


or of Washington, the sparkle and | 


gaiety, and especially his uniform 
as a member of the band of the 
Militia of the District of Columbia, 
were hard for a young man to re- 
sist. It is with reluctance that any- 
one leaves the life of Washington. 
But young Doctor Fairbank, fresh 
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from his dental course, returned to 
Michigan in June of 1912. . 

The hard first years of practice 
were of the kind experienced by all 
of us: Nothing exciting, hard work, 
bills to meet, and an apprehension 
of the future. But his second year in 
Muskegon saw Mrs. Leigh Fair- 
bank come to town as a bride from 
her home in Allentown, Penn- 
sylvania. May Romig was her name 
when she and Leigh knew each 
other in Washington. 

Leigh Fairbank had not forgot- 
ten the feeling of his marching in 
the militia band or of the call to 
adventure. So when he read in the 
Dental Cosmos of early 1914 an an- 
nouncement of an examination for 
contract dental surgeons in the 
army, he experienced the urge to 
leave the quiet of private practice 
for more exciting fields. But he 
would first find out something 
about this army life from someone 
who was in it. Another list in the 
Dental Cosmos furnished him with 
names. At random and by chance 
he chose a name: Don G. Moore, 
who was stationed at Fort Totten, 
New York. He wrote to Doctor 
Moore who returned a friendly and 
encouraging reply. Today Contract 
Dentist Moore is Colonel Moore 
and the able executive officer to the 
General. 

Doctor Fairbank applied for an 
appointment as a contract dental 
surgeon. His application was favor- 
ably acted upon and he was ordered 
to report to Columbus Barracks for 
examination. He passed the tests 
and was ordered to his first station, 
Fort Sam Houston. He served here 
as the only dentist for two years, 
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and then was sent to the Philip- 
pines. 

In 1916 a bill passed the Con- 
gress that gave dentists rank as 
commissioned officers in the army, 
with the grade of First Lieutenant 
or Captain. On June 3, 1916, First 
Lieutenant Leigh C. Fairbank re- 
ceived his commission. 

* * * 

Soon the war years came. The 
year 1917 began with eighty-six 
dental officers, none with a rank 
higher than captain. In October of 
that year a bill sponsored by the 
American Dental Association 
passed the Congress. It provided 
that dental officers hold the same 
grades as medical officers up to the 
rank of colonel. These war years 
saw the expansion of the Dental 
Corps from less than 100 officers 
to 4527 dental officers on active 
duty at the time of the Armistice. 
Fairbank returned from China and 
the Philippines in 1919 with the 
rank of Major and was assigned to 
the tuberculosis hospital at Fitz- 
simmons General Hospital. Here 
he served for fifteen months until 
his transfer to Fort Leavenworth. 

Since his experience in treating 
jaw fractures, which began in his 
first days as a contract dentist, 
Major Fairbank saw the relation- 
ship between fracture treatment 
and the basic principles of ortho- 
dontia. In his early days at Fort 
Sam Houston he began correcting 
malocclusions among the children 
of officers and men. One of his early 
patients was the son of General 
Funston. However, Major Fair- 
bank had no formal training in or- 
thodontia until 1921 when he at- 
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tended the orthodontia school of 
the late Martin Dewey in New York. 
In 1924 Fairbank left Fort Leaven- 
worth to return as division dental 
surgeon to his first station, Fort 
Sam Houston. This was his first ex- 
perience with field medical instal- 
lations with troops in maneuvers. 

The 1920’s were the peaceful 
days of American prosperity. Our 
Navy was being scrapped, the 
equipment of our army was rust- 
ing and becoming obsolete. The 
Dental Corps carried the names of 
only 158 officers on duty. Major 
Fairbank filled his days on duty 
with routine dental affairs, and his 
hours off duty with an orthodontia 
practice, caring for fifty children— 
sons and daughters of officers and 
enlisted men. Fairbank was learn- 
ing orthodontia by clinical experi- 
ence. He never accepted a fee for 
any of this service. 

In 1928 Major Fairbank was as- 
signed to the R. O. T. C. unit at 
Saint Louis University as Professor 
of Military Science and Tactics. 
Every moment free from duty he 
spent with the orthodontists of 
Saint Louis and, particularly with 
one of the outstanding orthodon- 
tists of the country, H. C. Pollock, 
the editor of the J/nternational 
Journal of Orthodontia. 

After an assignment to the Gen- 
eral Staff School at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Major Fairbank was sent to 
the Army Dental School in Wash- 
ington in 1934, and gave up his 
gold oak leaf for the silver oak leaf 
of a lieutenant colonel. The Army 
Dental School under the command 
of Colonel R. H. Mills offered a 


splendid course of training. The 
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training in the art and science of 
dentistry, however, was far supe- 
rior to the equipment that the dep- 
tal officers had available. The well. 
trained man power was there, but 
the tools to do the job were not. 
The year 1935 was an important 
one in the life of Colonel Fairbank, 
It was then that he was assigned to 
the General Dispensary in Wash- 
ington where officers in the War 
Department receive medical care. 
Among his patients were General 
Pershing, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, and General Walter Reed, 
the son and namesake of the illus- 
trious medical officer who discov- 
ered the cause of yellow fever. Mac- 
Arthur was chief of staff; he was 
for an adequate dental corps. Gen- 
eral Reynolds, the surgeon-gen- 
eral, was friendly toward the aspi- 
rations of dentistry. The American 
Dental Association had ‘the vision, 
had made the suggestion, and had 
put the machinery in motion to 
have a General Officer at the head 
of the Dental Corps. Suggestions of 
this kind are not enacted into legis- 
lation immediately. People highly 
placed, people of influence, must be 
spoken to—this takes time and pa- 
tience. It took about three years. 
Surgeon General Reynolds wrote 
the bill that was introduced in the 
Senate by the _physician-senator 
from New York, the late Royal 
Copeland. The bill passed the Con- 
gress without opposition on Jan- 
uary 25, 1938, and became a law 
with the President’s signature on 
January twenty-ninth. Colonel Fair- 
bank was chosen as the first briga- 
dier general of the Army Dental 
Corps and took the oath of that high 
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office on March 11, 1938. Twenty- 
four years had seen the young civil. 
‘an dentist who saved a maj or’s life 
become a general. It would have 
made Major General Funston hap- 
py; the campaign ribbons on the 
blouse, the silver star on the shoul- 
der. 

What ideals did General Fair- 
bank take to this exalted office? 
First, he believed that the dental 
corps can operate successfully only 
as a part of the medical department. 
He conceived of the dentist as an 
oral physician and surgeon, and 
not as a mere mechanic. He wished 
to broaden the base of dentistry 
and make it a cooperative under- 
taking with medicine. Consequent- 
ly, he reorganized the Army Den- 
tal School and strengthened the 
courses in pathology, dental medi- 
cine and surgery. 

For recent dental graduates in- 
ternships in army general hospitals 
are now offered. After a year’s 
service young dentists are commis- 
sioned as first lieutenants in the re- 
serve and are immediately called 
to active duty. When vacancies oc- 
cur and qualifications are met they 
are commissioned in the regular 
army. 

General Fairbank felt that the 
mechanical work in _ dentistry 
should be done by specially trained 
technicians and, therefore, offered 
a one-year course to qualified en- 
listed men in the School of Pros- 
thetic Technicians. After having 
established this source of supply 
for technicians he created five cen- 
tral dental laboratories at a cost of 

$300,000. 


The expansion program for de- 
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fense can be easily understood by 
dentists when they look at a few of 
the figures of the Dental Corps. 
From the spring of 1940 to the 
present, the Corps has expanded 
from 270 officers to 2900 on active 
duty, from 100 prosthetic tech- 
nicians to 1500, from five central 
laboratories to sixty. To supply 
these officers, technicians, hygien- 
ists for the great army that they 
serve, more than five million dol- 
lars worth of dental equipment and 
supplies have been purchased. It 
takes a big man to handle this big 
project. The army has one in Gen- 
eral Fairbank. 
* * * 

The interview for this biographic 
sketch was held at the Houston 
meeting of the American Dental 
Association. The General was there 
a little more than twenty-four 
hours. During two of those hours 
he patiently permitted these facts 
to be pumped from him. Like most 
men who have done important 
things, he thinks in patterns of 
future work to be done rather than 
of his past accomplishments. He is 
tolerant and without pomp, but 
hard to probe about himself. He 
prefers to talk about the Army 
Dental Corps. 

At Houston General Fairbank 
spoke at the Military Preparedness 
luncheon. He described today and 
tomorrow as the days of dentistry’s 
greatest opportunity. He mentioned 
that now we have 500 more students 
enrolled in our dental colleges than 
we had a year ago—young men 
being prepared to meet this great 
opportunity. He told of the 165 
dentists who had been inducted 
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under Selective Service as privates. 
He received genuine applause when 
he reported that 125 of these young 
dentists had now received commis- 
sions.-On this note he ended his 
talk: “Believe in us, give us the 
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strength to do this big job.” That 
we can all do. To do less igs ty 
sabotage our profession and this 
great Nation where the _parson’s 
son can become a general in the 
army.

Is it not time to cease quibbling 
among ourselves over minor scien- 
tific techniques or the possible un- 
ethical behavior of a few hundred 
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men who are not members of or- 
ganized dentistry and give the same 
amount of time, effort, and money 
to the promotion of dentistry? Let 
us devote this time and money to 
the problem of “advertising” den- 
tistry and its multiple “sales ap- 
peal”; thus educating the public to 
appreciate dentistry and the great 
service each dentist can contribute 
to his community. We might decide 
“whether we are going to motivate 
the public or whether we are going 
to be dictated to by that same pub- 
lic.” At present neither the public 
nor the government gives us the re- 
spect and eminence to which we are 
certainly entitled by reason of our 
education and invested capital. 
Although our profession may be 
years ahead of medicine in its grasp 
of the social side of professional 
practice, we meekly permit the lay- 
man, the politician, and even the 
War Department to regard us as in- 
ferior beings. Our technical ability 
is still classed as a trade and a 
“cheap” one at that. Examine the 
fee scales allowed for dental service 
in most of our city, county, or gov- 
ernment agencies if you care to 
know “what others think of us.” 


Must Interest Public 


So many factors enter into the 
success or failure of a professional 
practice that it would be difficult to 
set up a plan equally beneficial to 
each individual dentist. However, 
it is wishful thinking to expect suc- 
cess from the old bromide—“Do 
good dentistry and the practice will 
take care of itself.” Because of the 
many attractions on the road to our 
“house in the woods” the vast ma- 
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jority of the public will not reach 
us unless we use more than “sood 
dentistry” for an attraction, Even if 
they do reach us our reception. 
room tables are covered with attrac. 
tive advertising by our competitors 
(for automobiles, radios, refriger. 
ators) which make our “health ap 
peal” sound silly, especially to g 
reasonably healthy patient. 

It is quite possible that we have 
over-estimated the public’s intelli. 
gence and under-estimated their 
opinion of dentistry. Possibly we 


should be “diplomatic” with public 9 
intelligence and more “tolerant” of 7 
public opinion. Public opinion can 7 
be a stronger public force than pub- 
lic intelligence, but public opinion © 
based upon intelligent understand. ~ 
ing and appreciation is a force that 7 


knows no limits. Public opinion 
may be only the voice of a small 


minority, but unless the majority 
voice their opinion we are to con- 


clude that public opinion is that 


which we hear. Oh yes, we can 


give satisfactory service to a num- 
ber of patients, but it is the number 


of dissatisfied patients we handle | 
that can make or break a practice. ‘ 


People act largely because of 
pride, protection, and profit. I won- 
der if our superscientific philos- 
ophy of dentistry has not com- 
pletely ignored the existence of 


these fundamental factors in the § 


human motivation—factors which 
distinguish man from animal or 


machine? It ignores such intangi- § 
bles as self-respect, pride, ego, sac | 


rifice and the spirit of man. Recall 
the first patient who exclaimed— 


“My, you are a wonderful dentist.” 7 
You have removed a tooth without i 
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hurting the patient. Her enthu- 
siasm so inflated your ego you for- 
got to compliment her by remark- 
ing, “But you were a very fine pa- 
tient.” On the other hand, you 
recall the uncomplimentary re- 
marks of a patient following the 
failure of a fine piece of technique, 
because of some error in diagnosis 
or unforseen physical flare-up. In 
neither instance was the patient in- 
terested in technical ability, but 
human emotion had prompted the 
reaction. 

Confusion and hypocrisy should 
be eliminated from all influences 
affecting the profession. Nothing is 
more demoralizing to the young 
dental graduate than to find so 
many of his ideals or professional 
dreams shattered in his first few 
years of professional practice. He 
finds a confused profession, a con- 
fused public, and hypocrisy among 
his colleagues. He has every right 
to expect public acceptance of his 
professional worth to the com- 
munity, but too often he is com- 
pelled to compete with inferior 
services and low fees, a factor 
which he never learned to cope 
with during his college training. He 
finds dentistry must be sold to his 
community, another factor with 
which he is unfamiliar. True, he 
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uses the accepted method of publi- 
cizing himself—the “elbow” meth- 
od (membership in church, lunch- 
eon clubs, Y.M.C.A., and golf 
clubs) but it is not an efficient plan 
of reaching the masses, seventy- 
eight per cent of our population. In 
fact the dentist may become so “so- 
cial” with the patients in his office 
that he neglects to present dentistry 
through failing to make available 
all that the profession has to offer. 

The late Doctor Glenn Frank is 
credited with a phrase which | 
think sums up the situation effec- 
tively. “This is a very busy world 
we are living in. Even excellence 
must fight for attention. The world 
is sure to be waylaid by a good 
salesman long before it reaches 
your cabin in the woods. The re- 
grettable truth is that you dare not 
do good work and let it go at that. 
Miracles do not happen even for 
the right. You must know how to 
sell as well as how to create.” The 
truth of these words have been 
proved over and over again, even to 
bringing us into this present so- 
cial revolution. Let the dental pro- 
fession, through all its influences 
united, begin now to sell itself to 
the public!

THIS UNIONISM BUSINESS >\&

A dentist examines the ide- 
clegy of unions from a pro- 


fessional point of view. 


THIS IS PROBABLY an annoying sub- 
ject to bring forth for discussion 
among dentists, but here it is. 
Would dentists be better off if they 
were organized in trade unions? 
Yes, I see the eyebrows being 
raised and hear the sacrosant chirp, 
“But we're professional men.” That 
is a way of saying that we work 
without the protection of maximum 
hour laws, and for little pay with- 
out the minimum guarantee of in- 
come. I have been around trade 
unionists all my life, and I find that 
some of their ideals compare favor- 
ably with the best professional tra- 
ditions. 

Taking one of our existing 
unions for an example, let us ex- 
amine their ideology. Their objects 
as stated in their constitution are: 
To organize all their workers into 
local unions; to develop and main- 
tain a higher standard of skill; to 
encourage the formation of schools 
of instruction for the teaching of 
practical application of their trade 
and for trade education generally: 
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to promote reasonable methods of 
work; to cultivate feelings of 
friendship among those of their 
craft; to settle all disputes between 
employers and employees by arbi- 
tration; to assist each other in sick- 
ness or distress; to secure employ- 
ment; to reduce the hours of daily 
labor; to secure adequate pay for 
their work; and by legal and proper 
means to elevate the moral, intel- 
lectual, and social conditions of 
their members, their families and 
dependents in the interest of a high- 
er standard of citizenship. These 
ideals compare favorably with ours, 
and the adoption of some that we 
lack would be greatly to our ad- 
vantage. 

In addition to normal changes 
resulting from technical progress 
we face social changes that we 
should heed. There are the state- 
ments in the press, the utterances of 
the social, educational, and pres- 
sure groups and, moreover, the 
statement attributed to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. We have 
all heard that the number of physi- 
cians and dentists in a locality is 
not determined by the number of 
the population needing care but by 
the ability of the people to pay; that 
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the people of the United States can 
afford dental care but not under our 
present system ; that only 20 per 
cent of our population receive den- 
tal care; that the student with neg- 
lected teeth is a poor student; and 
that the President of the United 
States is going to see that the teeth 
of the nation are cared for. 

With these and many other 
groups demanding and advocating 
the socialization of the health 
groups, is our organization pre- 
pared to meet the situation? How 
does our organization compare 
with the Big Bad Wolf (union- 
ism)? Is our political power and 
prestige waning or extinct? Does 
our income justify our effort, edu- 
cation, and working conditions? 
Have we any security? In short, is 
our organization all that it should 
he? 

In regard to being prepared to 
meet socialization, panel dentistry, 
or government subsidy, we are very 
much unarmed. We have no bar- 
gaining power, we stand alone with 
little lobbying experience, without 
the aid and the entree the estab- 
lished lobbying groups extend their 
afliates, with no political power 
and without even the support of the 
general public. 

In comparing our organization 
to the unions, let me state that the 
word unionism does not hold the 
same terror for all of us. Some of 
us remember that we are living in a 
union—an outgrowth of the union 
formed by the thirteen colonies to 
promote and protect their interests. 

Many think that the cost of main- 
taining a closely knit, powerful or- 
ganization is prohibitive. But, on

studying the report of the business 
manager of the union we are taking 
as an example. the cost does not 
seem exhorbitant compared to the 
benefits derived. An analysis of the 
dues is as follows: 


Local Union Dues $ 9.00 
International per capita 3.30 
Grand Office Insurance 2.70 
$3000.00 Group Insurance 10.80 
Affiliated Trade Body 

Membership 1.00 


Tora (Quarterly) $26.80 


We will note from these figures 
that the cost of running this local 
union is only $9.00 quarterly ; that 
63 per cent of the cost is applied to 
individual members’ family pro- 
tection—this could be optional. 


No Utopia In Sight 


I do not contend that unions 
form the utopian answer to our 
problems. They have made many 
mistakes—one of the greatest made 
by the American Federation was in 
not realizing the need for organiza- 
tion along other than craft lines, 
which resulted in a split in the ranks 
of labor and the formation of the 
C.1.0. But at present there is not 
one organized craft whose mem- 
bers do not receive more money 
than the dentists in our state and 
county institutions. They receive or 
are paid more than the new in- 
structors hired by our dental col- 
leges. I do not think it would hurt 
us to study some of their organiza- 
tions to see if we could not use some 
of their ideas. 

Many of our dental leaders who 
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have tried to promote the passage of 
various bills through the state and 
federal legislative bodies realize 
how little regard the practical polli- 
tician has for our political powers. 
In our own city we can look in vain 
for members of our profession on 
the school board where many other 
professions are represented. I do 
not remember a dentist in Chicago 
being appointed to a membership, 
even honorary, on any of the dif- 
ferent planning agencies unless it 
was directly connected with our 
profession. 


Need Policing Body 


Many politicians have told me 
that we are spending money fruit- 
lessly in looking to the various state 
legislatures for help in opposing the 
unethical dentists—there is always 
a loophole. They point out that al- 
most every other organization has 


its own policing body whether it be- 


the business agents of the unions, 
the board of governors, or a form 
of high commissioner such as 
Landis in baseball or Layden in 
football. We can agree with the 
politicians that a strong policing 
agency within our own organiza- 
tion would be the answer to many 
problems facing the average den- 
tist. But to have a strong policing 
agency we must have a strong asso- 
ciation. The time is ripe for the 
strengthening of our whole associa- 
tion. Along with our high ideals we 
could adopt some that would bene- 
fit us individually in regard to in- 
come, hours of work, and unethical 
competition and, collectively, in re- 





gard to prestige, power and se. 
curity of our profession. 

There is a disconcerting trend re. 
vealed by the talk among our mem. 
bers and by the articles appearing 
in print. Some are filled with pes. 
simism and despair. But others be. 
lieve that, with unity and coopera. 
tion, we could face the future cop. 
fidently and independently, and 
that we could be capable of bar. 
gaining, living, and prospering in 
a society made up largely of trade 
unions. 

Security must not be expressed 
in terms that mean maintenance of 
things as they are. Traditions are 


being broken and discarded. In | 


1925 the American Federation of 
Labor under Samuel Gompers was 
against the socialization of the 
health groups, but in 1935 the 
American Federation of Labor 
went on record “for the enactment 
of socially-constructed health in- 
surance legislation through Con- 
gress and the individual states” op- 
posing the American Medical As. 
sociation. Time moves on. At one 
time the requirement for a state 
dental license was deemed all the 
protection dentistry needed. It is 
not so today. We have met many 
changes since then, and we will 
have to meet many more in the fu- 
ture. 


Are we evading an issue we | 
should face? Are we waiting fora | 
tidal wave to wash all our troubles | 
away? Are we satisfied that things | 
are as they should be? If not—what | 


are we going to do about it?

THE FIRST 
10 DIE

"He displayed heroism worthy 
of its best tradition.” 


Ir 1s JUNE, 1918—a still, peaceful 
night along the Front at Boures- 
ches, France. The young lieutenant 
stretches wearily and reaches down 
under his wire cot for his knapsack. 
Shaking off the dust and grime he 
opens the flap and reaches for a 
package of letters. Extracting one 
he reads a faded name, “Dental Sur- 
geon Weeden Edward Osborne, 6th 
Regiment Marine Corps.” The title 
“dental surgeon” started a chain of 
thought running through his mind. 
It was only three years since he had 
graduated from Northwestern Uni- 
versity Dental School and the mem- 
ories of student days seemed to re- 
echo against the damp walls of the 
dugout. For some unexplainable 
reason the quotation under his pic- 
ture in the yearbook was ringing in 
his mind, “Extremely busy, but 
quiet about it.” The quotation 
seemed to embrace the action of the 
day when he was kept busy with the 
medical corps assisting the Marines 
along the Western Front in France. 
Quiet — but the sudden pleasant 
quiet of the night contrasted with 
the heroic efforts of the soldiers. 
Queer that such a quiet fellow 
should find himself set down in 
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what seemed like the very vortex 
of chaos. 

It was for reasons of quiet that 
he abandoned his home town, Chi- 
cago, upon graduation to begin 
practice in Saint Joseph, Missouri. 
Although the building of his prac- 
tice wasn't all trial and tribulation. 
he readily gave it up when he was 
offered the position of instructor in 
the Dental Department of the Uni- 
versity of Colorado. Those were 
pleasant days, working with dental 
students who were eager to learn. 
While he was teaching he recalled 
how suddenly the war with all its 
fury had broken out in Europe. He 
followed the conflict through the 
newspapers and felt the suffering 
of the oppressed nations. 

As the months wore on he was 
attracted to the armed services of 
the United States. He decided to 
give up teaching and to apply for 
admission to the United States 
Navy. In the same month that Doc- 
tor Osborne was taking the rigid 
naval examinations at Washington, 
D. C., the United States declared 
war on Germany and entered the 
conflict to fight for the principles of 
democracy. When the results of 
the examination were announced, 
Doctor Osborne found he had 
placed first. 
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His entrance the United 
States Navy was a turning point in 
his life. Time passed quickly in the 
service. In six months he had serv- 
ed at the Navy Yard, Boston, and 
Bunyskin Island. The supreme 
thrill came when he was called for 
active sea duty aboard the U.S.S. 
Alabama. He served as dental sur- 
geon for about three months aboard 
ship, which only sharpened his de- 
sire for action abroad. In April, 
1918, he requested foreign service 
and was immediately attached to 
the 6th Regiment Marine Corps. In 
the middle of April he crossed the 
ocean to join his regiment in 
France. It was a strange life at first. 
but he soon became acclimated to 
his new regiment and friends. 

Since he had been in France, 
these memories, which seemed so 
vivid, were insignificant compared 
to the action he had seen at the 
front in the last few days. He was 
fresh yet, a veteran of only a few 
days active combat, but already ‘a 
mist seemed to separate the past 
from him. His eyelids were getting 
heavy, his back ached from the 
work of the day. and he soon was 
limp asleep. 

The next morning he awoke re- 
freshed from a night of sound sleep. 
After mess he went to work in the 
Medical Corps. There were the usu- 
al duties to attend to, starting with 
sick call. The enemy was quiet all 
day and one was conscious of the 
lull. The day passed quickly and 
soon the copper sun was setting in 
the west. Darkness began to edge 
across the horizon, and night crept 
silently over the battlefield. Under 
cover of darkness the enemy bat-

Batteries fired ani 
shells illuminated the battlefield 
The men pushed forward to a sym 
phony of noises, shrill bombs burst 
ing-—deafening explosions all ir 
termingled with the cursing ani 
cheering of the men. The medicd 


division standing by soon went in-§ 
to action to rescue the woundel. 
Time after time a young blond of § 
cer was shadowed against the earth 
as he rushed out to aid his com 
rades. Returning from his last re 7 
cue, exhausted, Lieutenant Osbome § 
saw through the half darkness and § 
confusion the struggling body off 
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wounded man. Once more edging 
forward, his muddy uniform hug- 
ging the warm earth, he began to 
crawl slowly on his hands and 
knees, Bullets whistled ceaseless- 
ly above him but soon he reached 
his comrade. Gently lifting him up 
he began to crawl to safety. His legs 
were taut and tired but he moved 
on; a shell exploded close by, and 
they both fell into a shallow crater. 
He was almost out of the range of 
fire when a stray shell came crash- 
ing down on them and both Lieu- 
tenant Osborne and the wounded 
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officer he was rescuing were killed. 

Thus was the first naval officer 
killed in battle in the last World 
War. He was a dentist who offered 
his services to his country. His 
country recognized his bravery 
when General John J. Pershing 
awarded him posthumously the 
Medal of Honor. A fitting tribute to 
Lieutenant Osborne are the words 
of his commanding officer. “He dis- 
played heroism worthy of its best 
tradition.”

QUALITY OF DENTAL SERVICE* 


IT Is TRUE THAT many disadvantages may arise from an excessive number 
of dental practitioners; but mere membership in a profession does not 
guarantee an economic status arising from the collective efforts of prac- 
titioners and from certain inherent characteristics of the profession itself. 

The dental profession is not a trade union or a guild, and society never 
intended that it should be; therefore, incompetent practitioners should not 
expect professional organizations or societies to protect them against any- 
thing in the way of competition. Competent practitioners are entitled to 
protection only in terms of their ability and their usefulness to society. 
Practitioners who complain of the effects of overcrowding and competi- 
tion have no right to expect that they should earn more than persons of 
equal ability in other occupations; in other words, they should not expect 
membership in a profession to guarantee high economic status, regardless 


of ability.

IT’S LATER THAN WE THINK 


THESE ARE TIMES, as this New Year begins, that call for plain speaking, 
These are times when dentistry must put aside some of its spirit of laissez 
faire and begin to show the vigor that the national emergency demands, 
These are times that find the leaders and officers in organized dentistry 


thinking clearly and acting swiftly. But these are times that find the rank 4 


and file membership of the dental profession lackadaisical, indifferent, 
and unconscious of the seriousness of present conditions. That may mean 
you! 
; 
Let’s get down to cases and speak plainly and specifically. Ugly as the 


fact may be, today we are preparing for total war. In the war that | 


has already begun dentistry has an important part to play as an 


integral unit of the medical department of the Army. A vast Army of & 


probably 4,000,000 men will be mobilized. This Army will require about 
8000 dentists. Where will these dentists come from? Most of them will be 
taken from private practice. The dental equilibrium of the nation will be 
upset by this deflection of dentists from civilian to military life. The den- 
tal demands of civilians in many communities are certain to suffer, but the 
government is too conscious of the importance of civilian morale and 
health to permit unnecessary suffering among civilians for lack of the 
services of dentists and physicians. The government, therefore, cannot be 
expected to trust to the slow, cumbersome, /aissez-faire methods to as- 
sure the proper distribution of dentists among the military and civilian 
population. 

We, as a profession, will be given a reasonable time to act voluntarily as 
a professional organization to assure the proper distribution of dentists. 
If we fail to act promptly, the government will conscript us. This is not the 
idle fear-raising of an alarmist. The authority for this statement is the 
Administrator of the Federal Security Agency, Mr. Paul V. McNutt. Ina 
letter to the President of recent date Mr. McNutt said: 

“I would propose to instruct the Agency to draft legislation, which may 
be necessary to submit to the Congress, providing for the involuntary 
recruitment of medical, dental, and veterinary personnel, in the event the 
exigencies of the national emergency appear to require it.” 
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The figure of speech “involuntary recruitment” used by Mr. McNutt is a 
delicate and euphemistic one, but it still means conscription. This con- 
scription for dentists will not be in the age group under the present Selec- 
tive Service Act. Dentists and physicians will not be exempt at the age of 
98 or 35. In fact there is some present talk of amending the Selective 
Service Act to exempt dentists and physicians and to have a new and ex- 
clusive “miniature” Selective Service System to register, classify, and 
examine dentists, physicians, and veterinarians, up to the age of 55. Fight- 
ing forces demand youth, but the maintainers and repairers of these 
fighters require the maturity of judgment and the skill that come with age 
and experience. Consequently the armed forces demand more than mere 
vouth from the medical profession. 
~ We can be quite certain that both the President and Mr. McNutt would 
prefer to have the professions cooperate with the government in voluntary 
methods of procurement and assignment of medical personnel. Every 
action of the Federal Government with respect to national health program 
planning suggests a willingness to accept professional counsel and advice. 
In the present emergency we should anticipate no exception. But time is 
short, the pressure great, the demand immediate. 

Will we do our part without the hard pressure of “involuntary recruit- 
ment?” Probably not. Our indifference, our petty squabblings, our self- 
interests, will deter us. This indictment of the profession does sound severe 
and harsh but it is based on fact. For example, only 75 per cent of the den- 
tists in the country who received the American Dental Association ques- 
tionnaires have to date returned them. Despite the pleadings and urgings 
one-fourth of the dental profession of the country have ignored the re- 
quests. This was and still is a voluntary opportunity that we have to com- 
pile the data on the dental profession necessary for national service. But 
a 75 per cent return is not sufficient; every dentist regardless of his age, 
regardless of whether he is a reserve officer or is now in service, should 
send his questionnaire immediately to the American Dental Association 
office. If you have lost or mislaid your questionnaire, send for another at 
once. It is still not too late, but it is later than we think. 











Washington (D. C.) Star: C. Willard 

Camalier, former president of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, has been asked 
to serve on a five-man advisory body on 
defense health personnel by Federal Se- 
curity Administrator Paul V. McNutt. 
The group, which will be known as the 
Procurement and Assignment Agency, 
will coordinate demands on trained den- 
tal, medical, and veterinary personnel. 
Heading the committee is Doctor Frank 
Lahey of Boston, President of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Other members 
are Doctor Harvey B. Stone of Baltimore, 
Doctor James E. Paullin of Atlanta, and 
Doctor Harold S. Diehl, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Medical School. In 
announcing the establishment of this 
service, Mr. McNutt, who is director of 
the Defense Health and Welfare Services 
of the Federal Government, pointed out 
that full mobilization will make the 
problem of maintaining adequate medi- 
cal personnel critical in many, commu- 
nities. From time to time Doctor Cama- 
lier and the other members of this spe- 
cial committee will make recommenda- 
tions to the President’s Health and Med- 
ical Committee. 


New York (New York) Times: The 
American Buddy Club, originated by 
Julius L. Bischof, a dentist of Saint 
Louis, to promote a greater mingling of 
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drafted men, on leave, with civilians, has 
received a State charter and begun its 
membership drive. As a supplement to 
the work of the United Service Organiza- 
tions and similar groups, the club is de. 
signed to eliminate the feeling of isola- 
tion, which men on leave frequently have. 
The trainees will be free at any time to 
talk to or ask aid of the members of the 
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organization who will wear identifying 
buttons. Under plans developed for the 
club, Doctor Bischof, who is a former 
member of the regular Army, said that 
windshield stickers, buttons, and decal- 
comania for store windows will be dis- 
tributed widely. Voluntary contributions 
will be accepted to cover the cost of ma- 
terials. Any additional funds will be 
turned over to the U. S. O. or be used by 
individual chapters for soldier welfare 
work. 


Milwaukee (Wisconsin) Sentinel: 
James K. Robinson, Milwaukee dentist, 
has announced that he will bid again for 
the republican nomination for governor 
of Wisconsin. Doctor Robinson, a for- 
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mer progressive, who now runs inde- 
pendently in the Republican column, op- 
posed Governor Heil in the primary of 
September, 1940, and amassed 117,385 
votes to Heil’s 249,269. He will cam- 
paign to repeal the state cigaret tax, a 
Heil measure. 


Nashville (Tennessee) Banner: New- 
ly-elected president of the Association 
of American Women Dentists is Rosalie 
Carter, D.D.S., of Franklin, Tennessee. 
Other officers chosen at the recent Hous- 
ton Meeting were Doctor Laura Bell 
Dean of Lowell, Massachusetts, vice- 
president, and Doctor Muriel Robison of 
Philadelphia, secretary-treasurer, an of- 
fice which Doctor Carter held for two 


terms, 


Milwaukee (Wisconsin) Journal: At 
the recent homecoming of Marquette 
Dental School, Doctor B. F. Ederer, of 
Morris, Minnesota, reported on his six 
months visit to the Canadian Arctic 
country, east and north of Alaska, a trip 
that had been sponsored by the Dental 
School as a means of learning more 
about the teeth of the Eskimos. While 
in Milwaukee he also showed 3,000 feet 
of colored moving pictures of his Arctic 
explorations for the benefit of the Saint 
Charles’ Boys’ home. Two years ago Doc- 
tor Ederer made his first trip into the 
Canadian wilds, including a 2,000 mile 
trip by canoe and dog sled. Impressed by 
the opportunity for studying the teeth of 
the primitive people, Doctor Ederer re- 
turned in 1940 and lived among the Es- 
kimos for half a year, eating their food 
and examining their teeth. He brought 
six Eskimo skulls back to the Marquette 
Dental School to compare them with the 
dental arches and skulls of more civ- 
ilized people. He also presented the Den- 
tal School with a large collection of im- 
pressions made of primitive mouths and 
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teeth. After the items in the Eskimo 
diet have been analyzed the results of 
his observations will be reported. 


Topeka (Kansas) Daily Capital: W. 
H. Euler, a dentist, at last satisfied his 
ambition for a “story book” hunting trip. 
He returned recently from a month’s 
trip in the Canadian Rockies of British 
Columbia reporting that he and his com- 
panion had thrills enough to suit any 
hunter and had left their trophies with 
a Denver taxidermist—two bull moose, 
one elk, three mountain goats, three 
black bears, and two deer. During fifteen 
days that Doctor Euler, his companion 
from Topeka, and a guide and his wife, 
rode horseback in the wilderness and up 
the steep sides of High Rock Range, they 
also found many fish. “I’ve fished in both 
oceans and in the Gulf of Mexico,” said 
Doctor Euler on his return, “but I never 
had such fishing as I had up there. Big 
trout! You don’t need flies. Just put 
anything red on your hook. I used a 
piece of fish head for bait and in ten 
minutes I caught enough of those big 
fish to make a meal for all four of us.” 


Milwaukee (Wisconsin) Journal: In 
his dental laboratory with the aid of a 
small hand press and a bunsen burner 
ordinarily used to make dentures, Doctor 
Fred H. Bowman reports that he has 
turned dried stalks of corn and of flow- 
ers into wood. He has experimented with 








the dried stalks of hollyhocks, hibiscus, 
sunflower, yucca, cattails, as well as 
straw. This artificial wood, Doctor Bow- 
man says, is more durable than most 
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natural woods. Out of the stalks he has 
also produced a rope fiber that he re- 
ports is stronger than hemp rope and 
smaller in diameter. Doctor Bowman has 
applied for a patent and hopes to manu- 
facture his artificial wood some time in 
the future.

Association also looks forward to a time when dentists from the United 
States will be enabled to study in Latin American dental colleges. As a 
medium through which dentistry can play an important role in establish- 
ing good will among the Americas, the Association has been endorsed by 
the American Dental Association. 

Fellowships for postgraduate instruction to Latin American students 
have been available for some time at the New York University College of 
Dentistry. More recently, two scholarships are being offered annually at 
the School of Dentistry of the University of Pennsylvania; The Texas 
Dental College announced at the Houston Meeting one undergraduate two- 
year scholarship, and one graduate scholarship; and the University of 
Michigan is offering postgraduate instruction for Latin American stv 
dents, the courses to begin October first of each year and last for one or 
two semesters. 

To benefit by these scholarships the student must be recommended by 
the Dean of the school from which he has been graduated in Latin 
America, must present a satisfactory record of achievement, and be able 
to speak and write English with sufficient skill to profit by the scientific in- 
struction given. In general the scholarships cover tuition only and do nol 
include transportation or maintenance costs. Latin American students are

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In Illinois Prisons 


Not long after the publication of “I 
was a Dental Patient in an American 
Prison” in Orat HycieNne! describing 
dental conditions in a prison in an un- 
disclosed state, I was appointed State 
Supervising Dentist in the Department 
of Public Welfare. At the Illinois State 
Penitentiary, Stateville, I made a thor- 
ough investigation of the dental situa- 
tion to see if conditions similar to those 
described in the article existed. 

The dentist in charge at Stateville was 
an appointee of a previous administra- 
tion. Most of the penitentiary service was 
being done by prisoners who had never 
studied dentistry—a direct violation of 
our dental practice act. I am able to an- 
nounce that this condition has been com- 
pletely corrected; the dentist in question 
having severed his connection with the 
State. 

We know good dental service is es- 
sential to the health of the men and 
women in our penal institutions. To do 
less than furnish satisfactory dental serv- 
ice would reflect discredit on our pro- 
fession. While we are not responsible for 
their being incarcerated in a penal in- 
stitution, we are responsible for seeing 
them return to society with no physical

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handicap which the dentist could pre- 
vent. 

The State of Illinois furnishes stand- 
ard dental equipment in all its institu- 
tions, and only recognized standard den- 
tal supplies are purchased.

Is there 
any reason why a dentist can’t control his lights and keep them 


where they'll do the most good? 
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Dental Caries 


Q.—In the July, 1941, issue of OraL 
Hyciene, E. W. Mc. presents three cases 
under the title “Rampant Caries.” 

Having had several cases myself re- 
cently in which an excess of sweets was 
accompanied by gain in weight and 
acute gingival caries, I am wondering if 
this dentist has checked bad dietary 
habits, such as overindulgence in hard 
candies or pastry. 

One of my patients started developing 
acute caries soon after he married. The 
big change in his diet was cookies, which 
he ate to excess. He had a habit of eating 
four or five before retiring. His wife’s 
culinary accomplishments were mostly 
in the pastry field. 

Another patient developed six gingi- 
val cavities in a period of six months. 
Previously there was only one small buc- 
cal restoration. His physician advised 
him to stop smoking because of an irri- 
tated throat, so craving another habit, he 
turned to hard candy. He consumed one 
to two packages of mints a day. 

_Isn’t the gain in weight of these pa- 
tients more indicative of excess carbo- 
hydrate intake rather than endocrine 
gland dysfunction? 

Has the dentist checked into any 
change in occupation such as work in a 
bakery or sweet shop? 

Tam interested in knowing if he has 
given you any more information that 
might disclose the etiology of acute car- 
ies in these patients. 

May I hear from you if such is the 
case?—-H. G. M., Minnesota.

I have had such cases 
with resulting rampant caries, but 
not accompanied by a marked gain 
in weight. I have also had cases of 
the candy maker’s caries in which 
little sugar was eaten.

Burning Sensation 


Q.—Can anything be done for pares- 
thesia—burning sensation of the anterior 
part of the palate, when the full denture 
is worn? 

*My patient, a woman, 65, presented 
herself at my office eighteen months ago. 
Her upper jaw was edentulous, and only 
the six anterior teeth remained in the 
lower jaw. Nine upper teeth had been 
removed elsewhere three months pre- 
viously. She wore an ill-fitting lower lin- 
gual bar and a rather poor temporary 
full upper denture, constructed in vul- 
canite. Her chief complaint was a burn- 
ing sensation in the anterior part of the 
palate, arising a few moments after the 
denture was inserted. 

I constructed a full upper denture in 
one of the acrylic resins and a metal 
lingual bar, restoring the proper open- 
ing and occlusion and making an exten- 
sive 19 gauge relief in the region of the 
superior alveolar foramen. I made a sec- 
ond denture, also in acrylic resin, but to 
no avail. The burning sensation persists. 

Pressure of the finger-tip or the tip of 
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the tongue in the region of the superior 
alveolar foramen will bring the same re- 
action. Prolonged wearing of the den- 
ture makes the lips and tongue burn too, 
and the patient must remove the den- 
ture for relief. The patient is most mis- 
erable and I am at a loss to help her 
further. 

I have consulted with leading prostho- 
dontists; she has been to an neurologist ; 
she has taken vitamin B; X-ray examina- 
tion is negative. Her general physical 
condition is good, except for complaint 
of headaches all her life. Another den- 
tist has recently made for her another 
full upper denture with a cast metal pal- 
ate, but the burning sensation is as in- 
tense as ever. 

Is there any relief possible for this 
patient ?7—_J. S., New York. 

A.—Burning sensation in the 
mouth may be caused by nerve 
pressure upon a nerve trunk as it 
emerges from one of the foramina 
or occasionally it may be from neg- 
ative pressure or suction upon such 
a nerve trunk, or on certain hyper- 
sensitive nerve endings or fibrils. 

Francis H. Daley, D.M.D., of 
Boston, suggests that a burning 
sensation in the mouth may be a 
symptom of a kidney disturbance, 
which causes an excess of urea in 
the mucous membrane. 

Among other possible causes or 
contributing factors that should be 
considered are: nerve impinge- 
ment by scar tissue, nerve irritation 
resulting from the habitual use of 
some drug or drugs, a residual area 
of infection in the bone, allergy or 
protein susceptibility, or the use of 
too strong mouth washes or den- 
tifrices, anemia, galvanic action 
between two or more different met- 
als in the mouth or pressure by the 
condyle upon the chorda tympani 
or auriculotemporal nerve, or both, 
because of an abnormal or closed 
bite. 

James B. Costen’ cites a large 
number of cases of this type.—V. 
C. SMEDLEY. 





Discomfort From Dentures 


Q.—Some time ago I made full upper 
and lower dentures for a woman patient 
who is about 55. The vertical dimension 
is restored to normality. The patient 
masticates her food well and seems to 
have no complaints except that, after 
wearing these dentures for approxi- 
mately a week or so, an earache devel- 
ops, which impairs her hearing to some 
extent. If she removes her lower denture 
for a day or so, she reports, the earache 
disappears. How can this be remedied 
and to what would you attribute this con. 
dition?—S. G., Maine. 


A.—Your full denture patient f 


with the earache and deafness 
when she wears her dentures seems 
to reverse the usual order. We have 
a number of cases on record of im- 
paired hearing, pain, roaring or 
snapping sounds that result when 
a patient is edentulous, from a 
nerve pressure at the condyle from 
a lack of occlusal support, or with 
unbalanced occlusal support, such 
as occluding molars on one side 
and none on the other. I have never 
heard of a case in which the patient 
is comfortable and normal with no 
teeth, but has pain and deafness 
with correctly occluding dentures 
in place. 

I have had one patient whose 
ear pain and deafness were im- 
proved by the closing of his bite 
and freeing and balancing his oc- 
clusion by the careful grinding of 
his own elongated molar teeth. 

I confess that I do not know what 
the answer is to your patient's 
problem, but I think if she were my 
patient, I would try shortening her 
bite in spite of the fact that you 
think you have it restored to “nor- 
mality.”’ It might help you to ascer- 
tain the jaw opening and occlusal 
balance that would be comfortable

Diagnosis Of Tumor 


Q.—May I impose upon your generos- 
ity to ask your opinion on a case with 
which I was recently confronted ? 

The patient is a 15-month-old girl, who 
has a hard growth, yellowish in color, in 
the lower left premolar region directly 
above the unerupted tooth. The growth 
is a little larger than a pin-head and 
bulges upward to a blunt point some two 
millimeters in height. There is no swell- 
ing nor pain—with pressure or other- 
wise. 

The growth was noticed by the mother 
about six weeks before they brought the 
child to me. After discovering the growth 
she also noted that it could be moved 
about with the fingers. During my clin- 
ical examination I found that the growth 
could be moved buccally and lingually 
some three millimeters. 

In my opinion the growth is either an 
adamantinoma or an enameloma, but | 
should like your opinion as to diagnosis 
and treatment.—W. H. W., Texas. 

A.—It seems to me that it is 
likely that the tumor, which you 
describe, in the mouth of your 15- 
month-old girl is benign and prob- 
ably inflammatory tissue. How- 
ever, it is possible to X-ray the 
lesion and this would clear up the 
diagnosis, for adamantinomas or 

enamelomas are quite characteris- 
tic. If you have a dermatologist in 
vour neighborhood he would be of 
help to you in arriving at a diag- 
nosis. If you do make a roentgeno- 
gram of this region, I will be glad 
to interpret it for you.-—-GEORGE

Polishing Inlays 


0.-What do you use in their follow- 
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ing order, to finish a gold inlay from 
rough casting to finished product?— 
F. S. W., Maine. 

A.—I have asked my associate, 
Doctor Lewis V. Giesecke, to an- 
swer your question as he is doing 
this work and I am not. Following 
is the procedure he uses: 

1. No. 701 or No. 702 crosscut 
fissure to define grooves and oc- 
clusal planes. 

2. Assorted mounted stones to 
smooth casting. 

3. Sand paper discs. 

4. Burlew discs. 

5. Pumice cup and pumice. 

6. Chalk, tin oxide, or gold rouge 
to polish. 

7. Polish grooves with No. 35 in- 
verted cone bur.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Effect Of Liquor 


()..-Have you heard of any cases of 
the ill-effects from drinking liquor after 
an extraction with procaine? 

This patient had several drinks of 
brandy after the extraction, and suffered 
lapse of memory until the following 
morning. He was perfectly normal from 
then on. 

Is it possible to have an effect on the 
patient from this combination?—D. T., 
New York. 

A.—We have no knowledge or 
record of any such effect as you 
describe from a combination of 
procaine and liquor. 

Your patient probably took a 
few drinks more than he remem- 
bers, and the liquor alone was re- 
sponsible for his loss of memory.

However, it might be pos- 
sible to restore the broken corner 
with an acrylic inlay, retained by 
pins to the distal and mesial of the 
pulp, and then treat the mesial 
Class two cavity as a separate en- 
tity. It could probably be filled with 
silicate cement for the time being, 
and then possibly later the tooth 
could be restored with a porcelain 
jacket crown. 

The acrylic inlay makes an ex- 
cellent restoration for such a cor- 
ner because the pins to retain it can 
be securely held in the inlay, the 
color is good, it doesn’t fracture as 
easily as porcelain and it is not 
as good a conductor as gold.—

per cent chromic acid in each inter. 
space and on this put a drop of hy: 
drogen peroxide. This will produce 
a black fluid and the release of nas- 
cent oxygen. Allow this to stand 
about ten minutes. Then see that 
the patient is not reinfecting hin. 
self. You should give a prophylaxis 
treatment once a month for a while 
and then once every three months 
indefinitely —V. C. SMEDLEY.
